CHINESE LABORERS. 

We present below an interesting and 
instructive letter from CHas. W. 
LIGHTNER, Esq., distinguished 
Mining Engineer, of California, ad- 
dressed toafriendin this city. We 
call attention to that portion of it 
in which he remarks that ‘the 
six companys are able to turn Chinese 
out by the thousand.’? The question 
occurs tous can these “ six companies ”’ 
—which are wealthy Chinese corpora- 
tions—be induced to locate at one or 
more of our seaport cities, or in Mem- 
phis, asa base of operations for the 
South? New Orleans is but‘ecighteen 
days farther from Canton than San 
Francisco, The idea of  Chi- 
nese immigration is beginning 
to take a tangible form, and 
we trust that some move will be made 
in the matter befere it is too late for 
next season.

esting letter: 
STOCKTON, CAL., May 26, 1569. 

Dear J. M.: Twill give you my ideas of 
the Chinese question. My absence from 
your present field of labor for so long a 
term of years, renders me unfit to draw 
any comparison as to labor employed in 
the Valley of the Mississippi and that of 
the Chinese. I can only compare the lat- 
ter with that of the ordinary unskilled 
labor here, and therefore in handling the 
subject you must do up the comparison 
yourself. During the past three years I 
have worked from seventy-five to one 
hundred Chinese, at the Borax Lake and 
sulphur manufactory in Lake county, and 
all my observations there lead me to free- 
ly say that both the manufacturing of 
borax and sulphur would have been a 
total failure with any other kind of labor. 
I had several kinds of labor to perform 
with them; the first required them to be 
over their Knees in the soft alkaline mud 
in which the crystals of borax is found. 
The second was the employment of hands 
on shore, firing up under boiler, as- 
sorting the material, dissolving the borax 
in particular solution varying in temper- 
ature and specific gravity, stringing the 
tanks, selecting and packing the market- 
able crystals, marking and numbering the 
boxes,ete. At the sulphur works the la- 
bor consisted of mining and selecting the 
ores, loading them in cars, charging the 
retorts, firing upin the furnace, refining 
and packing the sulphur. I have found 
them as a class patient, honest, inclus- 
trious and intelligent, and, with the ex- 
ception of the carpenters and blacksmiths 
and one foreman, at the sulphur works, 
the entire work was done by thei. 
remarkable trait in their character con- 
sists in this, that you have rarely to teach 
them the same thing twice. Once having 
shown them a method of working, and 
they adhere to it with an almost mechan- 
ical perseverence. Evenin the retining, 
they become conversant with the uses of 
the hydrometer and thermometer, the 
time required for crysializing, the quality 
of the salts, etc., ete. elieve thev 
could be instructed into being the very 
best of sugar boilers, soap manufacturers, 
and other trades in which constant watch- 
ingis required, and in which white men, 
once acquiring what they conceive to be the 
important part of a process, are apt to 
overvalue their services and strike accor- 
dingly. 

The wages’ paid them are 1 25 (gold) 
per diem (ten hours) for working in the 
mud and water, and in the suiphur re- 
fining; S1 20 (gold) fer ordinary shore and 
work—house rent ‘tree, fuel free, 
they boarding themselves. This thev 
were content todo, Their prand staples, 
rice at eight cents per pound, pork eleven 
cents per pound, tea seventy-five conts 
per poand, were furnished and deducted 
from their month’s pay. 

They bring to this country a few nation- 
prejudices, principally a jealousy e1 one 
party of a different section; politics or re- 
ligion, Iam satistied, Have nothing to do 
With their difliculties. These are rarely 
carried to any extreme, and are developed 


or even pity for the troubles of any one 
not from. their own Chinese loeality. I 
have found it better when : 
hundred or so to have them of two parties 
—exciting the one by the other. A few 
words from a white overseer will at any 
time quella Uisturbance. Let them have 
separate quarters, and fields or parts of 
work allotted to them, and there will be 
no difficulty in managing them, 

They care but little for holidays, andare 
supremely indillerent io the elective fran- 
chise, Whether at general, or primary eclec- 
tions; like a tolerably bad article of whis- 


working hours; and detest tolls and taxes 
as fervently as a Highlander. They are 
all fond of gambling, but it isthe poliev of 
the overseer to stop MH, as one will often 
gaiuble off months’ wages in advance, and 
like ourselves hate paying for “dea 

horses.”"’ They generally, when in large 
bodies, ask fortwoorthree days in Feb- 
ruary (New Year’s), and one or two days 
in September full moon (good days) and 
will work all the better for having these 
holidays. They make Dut little show of 
the little religion they have, and take no 
pains tomake proselytes to their belief, 
ignoring the idea that an outsider can 
ever see their heaven under any circum- 
stances, 

Now, as to inducing any large portion 
of them to migrate to your district, it is 
asking too much for a party hereto ven- 
ture it.

Alderman Vincent moved a reeonsider- 
ation of the resointion passed at the last 
meeting authorizing the Mayor ty adver- 
tise for five days fur bids to furnish the 
corporation carts. 
Chairman Renner, thinking that the 
motion was in order, put it, and it: was 
passed by a unanimous vote. 

Alderman Vincent: then moved to lay 
the original motion on the table. 
Alderman Cartwright said that the pas- 
sage of the resolution at the former meet- 
ing would show the gentlemen 
of the Board the impropriety of 
rushing and hurrying things through 
the Board. Where things: are thus hur- 
ried through gentlemen do-not vote on 
them understandingliy, .as in this in- 
stance. The Street Commissioner, by 
the rule or custom prevailing before the 
the passage of this resolution was ena- 
bled to give employment to numbers of 
men.owning only one cart each, and 
whose sole support it was. ‘This reolu- 
tion was mtended to ereate or would ere- 
ate a monopoly, which he was opposed to, 
It was aimed and leveled too at members 
ofthe Board, like one that had been passed 
not long ago leveled at him (the speaker).

THE CONTESTED ELECTION. 


THE HEARING OF THE MANDAMUS CASE 
BEFORE JUDGE REEVES. 


The Writ Quashed on Account of Infor- 
mality. 
Another Writ Obtained, and the Hearlng 
Set for Next Saturday. 


At half past one o’clock yesterday the 
mandamus case of Gen. Wm! Wallace ys. 
J. E. Williams, Commissioner of Regis- 
tration for Shelby county was called be- 
fore Judge Reeves in the Circuit Court. 
The defendant’s counsel, Messrs. (has. 
Kortrecht and Luke E. Wright, moved to 
quash the writ for defects apparent upon 
its faee, In the argument to sustain the 
motion, the counsel for defendant took 
the position that the writ was fatally de- 
fective; that it was insufficient for three 
reasons: First, That the writ was not di- 
rected to the defendants; Secondly, That 
the writ did not contain the charge to 
which he must respond; and Thirdly, 
That the writ was not left with him so 
that he might know the charge embodied 
therein. 

Counsel then argued.that a writ of 
mandamus ought to be directed to the per- 
son who was to do the act desired, and 
not to the Sheriff, asin the case before the 
Court, thatit should state the rights of 
the applicant clearly and distinctly, as 
also the wrong or default of the defend- 
ant, sothat they might be admitted or 
traversed; that the writ stood in the place 
of a declaration and had all the qualities 
of pleading; that it was a high prerogative 
writ, and one to which the common law 
was still applicable, though the statutes of 
Tennessee had abolished the 
forms of the common law; it was argued 
further by defendant's counsel -that there 
was still another objection to the writ, 
and that was that it did not mention the 
name of any third person interested in 
the event of the cause which ought to 
have been done, the law being imperative 
on that point, in order that such person 
could come forward and defend the same, 
and that even if such third person had 
have been mentioned inthe writ, there 
were no charges incorporated in the same 
coneerning Which he might be notified 
that upon the whole the writ before the 
Court was not a writ of wandamus, but an 
ordinary summons, a: mere skeleton and 
giltogether insufficient te perform the ser- 
vice required; that it could not be 
presumed that the Legislature of Tennes- 
see ever intended to so change the prac- 
tice of the conmimon law, relative to the 
writ of mandamus, 80 as to substitute in 
lieu of it an ordinary summons. Connsel 
for the defense cited the following author- 
ities to sustain them in their position: 
Bacon's Abridgement, Angell and Ames 
on Corporations, Caruthers’ Law Suit, 
sec, 588; also Gode, sections 8567, S771. 
The relator was represented by Messrs. 
Randolph, Bullock, Pierce, Gantt and 
Sale. The counsel, in their arguinent 
against the motion, fought it upon the 
principle that the objections raised to the 
writ were merely technical and not tena- 
ble, and that even if-there was an infor- 
mality in the writ, the defendant had 
waived all right to take advantage of the 
same, by appearing in Court through 
counsel, and by so appearing had impliedd- 
ly, thrown himself on the merits of the 
case; that it was the duty of the Court to 
see whether the writ had answered the re- 
quirements of the laws of Tennessée, and 
if so, technical rules and forms were to he 
disregarded; that the ease then before 
Court did not coiné within the reach 
of the coninton law, but was controll- 
ek by the statute law of .Tenucssee, 
which had swept away the rigid rules 
incident to the practico at common ftaw. 
The counsel for plaintiff continued tao 
argue that ii was defendant's duty to an- 
swer the petition of the plaintiff and not 
the writ, as at Common Law, and that 
sinee the object of the action had been ac- 
complished to the extent of bringing de- 
fendant into court, he should not be per- 
mitted to avoid an investigation of the 
eharges against him through a mere tech- 
nicality and thus be able to act to the pre- 
judice of the plaintiff's rights in the pre- 
mises. To sustain the position taken 
counsel cited Moses on mandamuses and 
the statutes. Court held that the motion 
was well taken and ought to be sustained, 
and ordered that the writ be quashed. 
Plaintiff’s counsel then made a motion to 
amend the writ, but the same was over- 
ruled, Vilaintiff’s counsel immediately 
therealier moved the Court for an alias 
writ of alternative mandamus, which was 
granted, and the Clerk was directed to is- 
sue forthwith a new writ in aeeordance 
With the fiat on the petition, returnable at 
TO owlock on the morning of the llth 
instant, to which time the ease is post- 
poned; and in the meantime the detend- 
ant as Commissioner of Registration for 
Shelby county, is Ordered to absolutely 
refrain and desist from issuing to any per- 
son whomsoever, a certificate of eleetion 
to the office of Judge of the Criminal 
Court of Memphis, and from making a 
return to the Secretary of the State of the 
election of Judge of said Court, and from 
‘counting the votes cast for the candidate 
of said office until the determination of 
this suil, or until further ord@éred by the

ATTEMPT TO BREAK JAIL. 


JACK PRYOR, THE MURDERER OF JACK 
HODGES, TRIES IT ON. 


He Fails Signally, and Gets a Broken Leg 
for Hig Pains. 


J 


Insecurity of Madison County Jail. 


We published about three weeks ago 
the details of the murder of Jack Hodges, 
Gen. Forrest’s orderly—Happy Jack, or 
Jack Forrest, as he was called by those 
who knew him (and what trooper that 
‘‘rode with Forrest round the land’’ did 
not?)-- by aman named Pryor, fn Jack- 
son, (Madison county) Tenn. At his pre- 
liminary examination he was held for in- 
dictment, and the last Grand Jury found 
a trne bill against him for murder, 

After his indictment he was contined at 
Jackson in the new jail (lately built at a 
cost to the citizens of Madison of upwards 
of twenty thousand dollars), where he re- 
mained until Thursday, 
tempted to make his escape in the follow- 
ing manner, as detailed by the West Ten- 
nessee Whig of yesterday: . 

‘Pryor was chained to the floor of 
oneof the upper cells, having a play of 
only three links. Confined in the small 
cell with Pryor was a man named Win. 
Smith, indicted for larceny and sentenced 
at the last term of the Cirenit Court to 
three months imprisonment. Smith was 
notchained. On Wednesday last a small 
vocket knife was thrown into Pryor’s cell 

ry one of three men who were sent to 
jail on that day for drunkenness and dis- 
orderly conduct. Smith took the knife, 
and by placing the blade onthe edge of 
the iron window sill, and striking it with 
one of his shoes, succeeded in gapping it 
like asaw. With this small instrument 
Smith went to work and released Pryor 
from his chains. By their joint strength 
the small iron bars across the window 
were bent sufticient to admit egress; and 
as Pryor’s case was considered the most 
desperate it was agreed that he should go 
out first. A rope was made outof the 
blankets. Everything being ready, Pryor 
commenced the descent, feet foremost, 

‘‘In the excitement of the moment lhe 
forgot the rope, and, turning loose all 
hold, fell to the ground, a distance of cigh- 
teen to twenty feet, and had his right 
thigh badly fractured by the fall. We 
ealled to see him on yesterday, and found 
that his limb had been carefully set and 
splintered by Dr. Law. Sheriff Perkins 
has kept a vigilant night-watch on the 
outside of the jailever sinee Prvyor’s im- 
prisonment, and this is why Pryor pre- 
ferred davlight for his effort to escape, 

“The people of this county have paid 
cighteen or twenty thousand dollars for 
the new jail, and the building, instead of 
being a secure prison house, has less 
strength than the old wooden calaboose, 
It is wholly unfit for prison purposes, and 
we insist that it either be condemned or 
strengthened, immediaiely. If steps are 
not taken to make the building more se- 
eure, there are humane considerations 
that should prompt or cause the erection 
of stout faders, reaching up to all the 
windows. Let us have either the iron 
eages or the ladders.”’

Postponement of the Case of Waliace vs.

The mandamus case came up before 
Judge Reeves upona motion of detend- 
ant’s counsel to quash the alternative writ 
of mandamus, upon the ground that the 
same was not addressed as required by 
the common law, long since abrogated by 
special statute in Tennessee. Themotion 
was urged by Kortrecht & Wright for Wil- 
liams, and resisted by Bullock, ring 
Pearce, Randolph, Gantt and NSale for 
Wallace, in able and pointed arguments. 
The Court nevertheless held that the writ 
was defective and quashed the same; but, 
on motion, ordered that a new writ issue 
instanter requiring defendant to appear 
on the llth inst, and answer the setition ;
